SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19— 
This is a story of two faces. 
They belong to Sen. Everett 

Dirksen, chair- 


man of the 
GOP subcom- 
mittee on civil 
rights, and Gow. 
Goodwin Knight 
of California. 
Both faces 
look harassed 
and grim. 
Sen. Dirksen 
had just discov- 
ered that while 


the Southerners here are neither 
feverish and wild-eyed nor cry- 
ing for a holy war against the 
Supreme Court, they nonethe- 


less are against a strong civil 
rights plank calling for immedi- 
ate implementation. 

Gov. Knight won and lost a 
delegation fight. He does not 
want Richard Nixon for vice 
president. A lot of Republicans 
don’t. But this convention is 
under direct White House control. 
The California delegation caucus 
had to agree on the unit rule 
to prevent their split from be- 
coming public property. This 
was possible since Sen. Know- 
land appointed a third of the 
delegates and Nixon a third. 
But Gov. Knight insisted there 
be no delegation endorsement of 
the vice president ahead of the 
vote cast in the convention. A 
few delegates were so angry 
they talked. 

There is plenty of evidence 
that the dramatic televised story 
of the Democratic Party's open 
convention for the vice presi- 
dency shook the Republican 
leadership. It troubles the rank 
and file of delegates here. They 
all are talking about it. But 
there is no indication the White 
House grasp on the convention 
will be relaxed, 


It’s Here, Too 


Nor is there any slight doubt 
but that the platform committee 
was shaken to find the Repub- 
lican Party is up against exactly 
the problem which confronted 
the Democrats at Chicago in 
writing a rights plank. To be 
stre the degree of trouble is 
not as great. But it is here. 

It is the first time in all its 
history the GOP has been so 
harassed. The answer is ap- 
parent to all. The Republican 
Party has never been a national 
one. That is to say, it never 
entered candidates in the South. 
It did not have to concern itself 
with local state politics in dear 
old Dixie. Until Dwight Eisen- 
hower came along, the Repub- 
lican organizations in the South 
were purely patronage devices 
and in no sense a ‘“‘party.’’ With 
few exceptions the delegations 
were in the pockets of the na- 
tional committee. Alf Landon, 
nominee of 1936 and the forgot- 
tén man of Republican politics, 
strongly denounced the make-up 
of Southern delegations and flat- 
ly declared they were traded 
like sacks of potatoes. 

But, some of the Southerners 
who supported Eisenhower real- 
ly set out to build a Southern 
party. There has been, rela- 
tively speaking, considerable 
progress in two states, Georgia 
and Florida. Florida has elect- 
ed a Republican congressman, 
and Georgia entered a candi- 
date in the fifth congressional 
district in 1954. This year, at 
least two districts will see GOP 
candidates. Louisiana also has 
moved toward establishing state- 
wide organization. 


Clamor From Dixie 


So, to the literal consternation 
of Northern Republicans, this 
first convention after the Eisen- 
hower triumph finds them with 
a genuine demand from the 
Southerners that they not be set 
back in their states’ efforts by a 
rights plank designed primarily 
to catch Negro votes in the in- 
dustrial East. There are some 
of these who would be willing 
to carry the fight to the floor, 
but this wish almost certainly 
will be throttled. 

This has left the Republicans 
so shaken that one can almost 
feel the tremors on Nob Hill 
as if a mild earthquake were 
building up. As they become a 
national party they find them- 
selves with a Southern wing and 
in precisely the predicament of 
the Democrats who have always 
had to reconcile the emotions 
and the local political demands 
of a North and a Soyth. 

It will not be easy choice. 
The GOP had planned a stiff 
plank in an effort to win Negro 
votes in the pivotal states of 
the East and Midwest, and re- 
gain the Congress. They also 
believe they have an excellent 
chance to carry Florida, Texas 
and Virginia as they did in 1952.

‘using force ‘‘as a last resort’ and 
the French have spoken of “‘im- 
'posing’”’ the conference solution on 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser.

The move was being engineered 
by members of the White House 
staff who have been conferring 
with northern leaders of the 4 eso- 


lutions committee that is draft- 
ing the platform. Georgians are 
figuring prominently in the drive 
to get a modified version. 

It was clear that the southern- 
ers’ fight to modify the civil 
rights plank, hitherto making 
little headway, was beginning to 
gain ground. And it was clear that 
they were receiving powerful aid 
from the administration itself. 


SENATE SEAT THREAT 


It was evident that the White 
House was starting to bow to 
southern arguments that a really 
strong plank might jeopardize 
Republican chances to pick up 
senate seats in Kentucky, and 
several house seats in other close- 
ly divided areas of the South. 

Thus for the first time at a 
Republican convention, the sort 
of political horse-trading over 
civil rights that has characterized 
recent Democratic conventions 
was beginning to develop here. 

Up to now, administration 
spokesmen have been saying that 
the platform would give a strong 
endorsement to the Supreme 
Court ruling on racial desegrega- 
tion and probably pledge “‘legis- 
lative implementation” to carry 
it out. 

The Southerners, while agree- 
ing to go along with a statement 
that the court’s decisions are the 
law of the land, have been balk- 
ing at promises of ‘‘implementa- 
tion’’ or enforcement. They have 
also objected to other administra- 
tion promises to push, in the next 
session of Congress, for Ejisen- 
hower civil rights proposals em- 
bodied in a bill that failed of 
passage at the last session. 


COURT PENALTIES 


These included court penalties 
for anyone depriving individuals 
or groups of their civil rights, 
and also called for creation of a 
special civil rights division in 
the Department of Justice.

e The greatest highway building pro- 


gram since the Romans linked all parts 
of their great empire with stone roads 
has gotten- under way in the United 
States. 

. Eleven states — those which were 
ready and waiting, thanks to advance 
planning—have commenced work under 
‘the 33-billion-dollar highway bill that 
became law last June. 

« § The plan is an interstate superhigh- 
“way system, connecting the nation’s tom- 
munication centers. Billions will be spent, 
‘too, in helping cities like Atlanta with 
expressways and by-passes to keep 
through traffic out of congested areas and 
_in relieving the pressure on outmoded city 
streets. 

- Road building is tedious work. In 
‘three more years it is estimated that ap- 
proximately 3,000 miles of safe, high 
speed highways will be completed. It will 
be 1972 before all the planned 41,000 
‘miles of new roads will be done. 

The program will get under way 
slowly. Like Georgia, most aren’t ready, 
though Congress made its plans perfectly 
clear as far back as 1944.

The committee was critical of a series 
on the island prepared by Constitution 
reporter Jack Nelson. Mr. Nelson’s series 
dealt mainly with the financial transac- 
tions of the Jekyll Island Authority and 
the leasing of much of the property there 
to State Sen. Jimmy Dykes of Cochran. 
The stories brought on Gov. Griffin’s sug- 
gestion thatthe island be sold and caused 
hirn to halt the expenditure of state funds 
there. 

“There is nothing in your stories that 
I can pinpoint or prove untrue,” Rep. 
Scoggin said. “The general context is 
misleading, such as the headlines. The 
stories contained terminological inex- 
actitudes.” 

The Jekyll series has stood up under 
condemnation much stronger than Mr. 
Scoggin’s since publication and will con- 
tinue to so stand. 

The series’ severest critics admit the 
publicity brought the greatest crowds in 
history to the island, an excellent begin- 
ning for a renewed drive to make it popu- 
lar with the people. 

Certainly, “terminological inexacti- 
tudes” are not going to keep people away 
from the island, granted that the island 
offers what the people want.

In a lively and amusing story, James 
D. Hart discusses in the August issue of 
American Heritage magazine what might 
be called the mythology of our presiden- 
tial campaigns or at least our presiden- 
tial candidates. 

“They Were All Born in Log Cabins” 
is the title and for 132 years no really 
important candidate has tried for the 
nation’s highest office without the aid of 
a book setting forth his life story. And 
for all these generations the candidates 
have been almost duplicates of each 
other. 

All are pure, noble, generous, brave, 
prudent, honest, humble before God, and 
men of peace. If possible, the candidate 
is given a familiar nickname. And ad- 
versity in childhood is almost essential 
and he must have been “just a boy, not 
a prodigy, but humanly normal.” 

If his forebears were too distinguished, 
the biographer can get around this, as 
William Henry Harrison’s did, by saying 
that this sort of ancestry “stimulates his 
mind to be worthy of such parentage and 
urges him to attempt a career as bright 
and glorious.” 

If he has had a military career, as 
10 of our 33 presidents have had, he 
must be presented as a “brave soldier” 
but a lover of peace and a considerate 
man. Above all, the greatest asset is to 
have been born in a log cabin or similar 
humble circumstances. 

Surely Adlai Stevenson’s biographers 
can find a log cabin somewhere in his 
ancestry or some strength he has found 
in adversity! Because they failed to do 
so in the last campaign, he was promptly 
labeled an “egghead” and candidates 
aren’t supposed to have brains!

automobile accident between the 
wars.

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Eisenhower Is Responsible 
For Administration’s Failures 


The job of a political convention keynoter, like that of a football 
coach in a pre-game huddle, is to pep up his team, get it fighting mad 
and send it out with the will to do or die for old alma mater. In that 
sense, the address of Gov. Frank Clement of Tennessee before the 
Democratic convention was workmanlike. 


Clement’s was the keynote 
speech in the old tradition—full of 
alliteration, sonorous phrases, al- 
lusions to God and the past heroes 
of the party and usable slogans. 


Keynote speeches aren’t meant 
to be objective. But good ones 
show the way to the kind of a 
campaign a party feels it must 
wage—sometimes as a duty, some- 
times merely to win, sometimes 
both 


As a pattern for the Democratic 
campaign, two things stand out in 
the Clement speech. First, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower must accept the 
responsibility for criticism of his 
administration. Second, Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon is to be a prime tar- 
get—not only as what Clement 
called the ‘‘vice hatchet man” but 
as the man the country risks hav- 
ing as president. 

Both are legitimate propositions. 
No president can divorce himself 
from his administration. ? 

The Republicans properly held 
former President Truman respon- 
sible for his administration in 1952. 
President Eisenhower must accept 
personal responsibility fér his 
“team” in foreign policy, 
defense, treatment of public em- 
ployes, farm policy, economic pol- 
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icy, ‘‘giveaways” and other areas 
in which there is political dis- 
agreement. 

Under the American system, the 
president is the man responsible 
for his party. President Eisenhow- 
er can no more escape that re- 
sponsibility than could any of his 
32 predecessors. 


Nor is it improper for the Dem- 
ocrats to point out to the country 
that if Eisenhower and Nixon are 
re-elected, Nixon will be a heart- 
beat away from the presidency. 
Nixon has a record. Any respon- 
sible campaign will examine that 
record. There are extreme doubts 
about Nixon in his own party. It is 
legitimate to ask the nation to con- 
sider Nixon’s qualifications on the 
basis of his record and on the 
basis of the added risk that the 
President’s two illnesses would 
bring to the office. 


The United States is in need of 
thorough discussion of issues in the 
campaign to come. 

Gov. Clement outlined what the 
Democrats think those issues are. 
It is the President’s responsibility 
to accept the challenge and meet 


those issues with personal respon- 
sibility.

TOKYO, Aug. 19 (UP)—A fire 
triggered by typhoon Babs de- 
stroyed 1,200 homes in the north-

All Levels Spend 


At $109.5 Billion 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 #— 
Spending by federal, state and local 
governments dropped about one 
per cent in the 1955 bookkeeping 
year, the Commerce Department 
reported today. Outlays totaled 
109% billion dollars. 


Figured on a per capita basis, 
the report showed spending 
amounted to $664 for every man, 
woman and child in the country 
in the 12 months ended June 30, 
1955. Of this, $246 went for nation- 
al defense and $418 for all other 
governmental functions. 


DEFENSE DECLINE 


The report said the decrease in 
spending, compared with the 1954 
fiscal year, resulted primarily 
from a decline of six billion dol- 
lars in federal expenditures for 
national defense, 

It said this more than offset 
some gain in federal nondefense 
spending and an increase of 
around three billion dollars in 


state and local government outgo. | 


The biggest item of spending by 
all governments was the nearly 41 
billion dollars in federal costs for 
national defense. This included 
foreign military aid, the atomic 
energy program and other activi- 
ties related to the military. 


EDUCATION SECOND 


The next largest spending item 
for governments at all levels was 
$12,700,000,000 for education, 
amounting to about $77 for each 
person.

The largest increase in spending 
in 1955 was 30.7 per cent for in- 
ternational assistance and foreign 
affairs by the federal govern- 
ment, the report showed.

Harbin King of Calhoun pro- 
posed in caucus that the delega- 
tion suggest to the platform com- 
mittee ‘‘that any reference to 
FEPC (Fair Employment Prac- 
tices Commission) be omitted 
from the civil rights plank.”’ 

He later withdrew the proposal. 


AWAIT PLATFORM 

Roy Foster Sr. of Wadley said 
the delegation shouldn’t take such 
action until it knows what is in 
the platform. 

Robert Snodgrass of Atlanta 
said there is no way the delega- 
tion has of going before the plat- 
form committee. He also said it 
would not be proper for the group 
to take ‘‘premature action.”’ 

Raymond Hill of Thomasville, 
who seconded the King motion, 
said he was opposed to any ‘‘com- 
pulsory FEPC.’’ 

Snodgrass asked the delegation 
what it thought about having the 
group vote as a unit in the con- 
vention rather than individually. 
There were arguments on both 
sides and the matter was 
dropped. 

NO. FACTIONALISM 

Snodgrass in bringing up the 
proposal said he did so because 
for the first time in years there 
was no factionalism in the state 
party. He said the word should 
go back home that there is only 
one Republican party in Georgia. 

W. R. Tucker of Dawsonville 
said he didn’t see the present 
system of individual voting a 
violation of harmony. He said 
the delegates come from all 
sections of the state. 

“T’ve been an official of the 
party for 40 years,’ he said, 
‘“‘and I never remember the time 
the delegates didn’t see slightly 
different.”’ 

Tucker also told the delegates 
he opposes ‘“‘indiscriminate’’ em- 
ployment of ‘‘dollar-a-year men’”’ 
in government. He said he had 
written the platform committee 
chairman a letter about insert- 
ing appropriate wording in 
plank. : 


TO DROP MATTER 


He asked: the delegates their 
sentiment on his continuing the 
effort with the committee. When 
none Was expressed, he said he 
would drop the matter. 

Snodgrass praised the press of 
Georgia, mentioning the Atlanta 
newspapers in particular, for its 
efforts toward building the party 
in the state. 

The delegation, he said, should 
make every effort to let the 
people in Georgia know that there 
is only one Republican party in 
Georgia. 

The delegates agreed that at 
the convention they shouldn’t act 
like the Democrats did last week.

What 
the GOP does not want is a 
minority report from the floor. 
The old guard is without doubt 
shocked. Not until Eisenhower 
became President and urged the 
creation of the two party system 


in the South, have the Republi- 
cans had to worry about what 
the South thought about the plat- 
form. 


ALREADY TONED DOWN 

It already is sure that the Re- 
publicans rights plank will be 
toned down and rewritten.

To Ministers 


By DR. GEORGE W. CRANE 
Sam T., 31, is a_ scholarly 
clergyman. 

“But, Dr. Crane, his sermons 
are so dull that he often puts 
people to, sleep,’’ protested the 
head of the Women’s Society of 
his church. 

“I feel that people come to 
church to get a message that will 
inspire them for the next week. 

“But our pastor actually is 
driving folks away. Our young 
people used to attend in fair 
numbers, but for the past month 
we haven't had more than three 
or four teen-agers present. 

‘“‘My husband also used to go 
with me, but he says he can 
sleep just as well at home so why 
get shaved and dressed on Sun- 
day morning just to do that. 

“Shouldn’t ministers be good 
salesmen of religion? And doesn't 
this mean they should be interest- 
ing speakers? 

“Doctors and teachers often 
take ‘refresher courses,’ so why 
wouldn’t it be a good idea for 
clergymen to do the same?’’ 


TEST FOR CLERGYMEN 


‘The miore scholarly the clergy- 
man,’’ runs an old axiom, ‘‘the 
poorer speaker he usually is.’’ 

That isn’t always true, but it 
certainly applies many time, And 
yet it shouldn’t, for men with 
extra college degrees should be 
even better speakers, not poorer 


However, many of them shun 
people during their seminary 


days and hide away in libraries.| . 


They are surrounded by books, 
instead of people. 

The same is often true of many 
scientists in our colleges. 


TOP CONSIDERATION 


The first requisite in a sucess- 
ful clergyman, assuming that he 
is essentially a consecrated man 
at heart, is oratory. 

If he can’t make an interesting 
speech, then he should go into 
some other phase of religious 
work where public speaking is 
not so important, or else quickly 
learn the prescription for a 
dynamic sermon. 

Christ gave us that simple, 
surefire formula. It is what we 
psychologists call the ‘‘narrative 
or episodic’ technique. 

Start out with a striking text.

“Progress toward a just settle. 
ment of the tragic conflict be- 
tween the Jewish state and the 
Arab nations in Palestine was 
upset by the Soviet bloc sale of 
arms to Arab countries. But 
prospects of peace have now been 
reinforced by the mission to Pal- 
estine of the United Nations sec- 
retary general upon the initiative 
of the United States. 

“‘We regard the preservation of 
Israel as an important tenet of 
American foreign policy. We are 
determined that the integrity of 
the independent Jewish state 
shall be maintained. We shall 
support the independence of 
Israel against armed aggression. 
The best hope of peace in the 
Middle East lies in the United 
Nations. We pledge our continued 
efforts to eliminate the obstacles 
to a lasting peace in this area.” 

The issue of the British crown 
colony of Cyprus, which seeks 
independence, is not specifically 
dealt with in the Republican 
plank, as it vas not in the Demo- 
cratic plank. 

The nearest to a Republican 
declaration on the point is in this 
generalized sentence: “We re- 
affirm the principle of freedom

Sometimes it’s for an or- 
chard. Sometimes it’s for just 
a small plot adaptable for 
berry patches. 


One of the main reasons for 
planting fruit trees is for beau- 
tifying the landscape. A case 
in point is at the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. Earl Patton on 
Mitchell road at Sandy Springs. 


LEMON TREE 


Another is the small lemon 
tree in the backyard garden 
of Mrs. Carter Prather and her 
daughter, Miss Isabella Pra- 
ther, on Penn avenue. 

Mr. and Mrs. Patton are well 
known ‘in flower-show circles 
for they have collected many 
ribbons and silver trophies for 
their roses and tulips. As a 
husband-and-wife team, they 
have compiled many articles 
on tulip cultivation. 

Gardening is a hobby with 
the couple, so it was a natural 
thing to widen their interests 
anc plant some fruit trees. 


DOUBLE PURPOSE 


“‘We wanted apples because 
we thought they would serve a 
double purpose,’’ said Mr. Pat- 
ton. ‘““They would beautify the 
property because of the beau- 
tiful blossoms in the spring- 
time, as well as the colorful 
fruit in the summer. Then we 
knew we would enjoy the fruit, 
and we have. We have stewed, 
baked and fried the apples.”’ 

The trees, set out five years 
ago, were ‘‘switching-stick’’ 
size. The Pattons planted 45 
trees, and now, in their words, 
“the trees are loaded with 
apples the size of baseballs.” 

“The only care I gave the 
trees was spraying twice a 
month during their growing 
period,” said Mr. Patton. ‘‘They 
were fed at the rate of two 
pounds of 6-8-6 fertilizer per 
tree. Trees are spaced from 
35 to 40 feet apart.’’

tion has come. They are sometimes bad guessers, often baffled. 
And, on top of that, they are being rapidly deglamorized. 

So says a man who ought to know—Col. Willard A. Beau- 
champ, base commander at Turner Field at Albany. 


Col. Beauchamp (pronounced Beecham) dropped down in 
Thomasville the other day to help the Kiwanis Club observe 
National Aviation Week. He was one of a series of aviation 
speakers Thomasville civic clubbers heard during the week, and 
for some obscure reason his down-beat talk at the Glen Arven 
Country Club seemed to reassure a lot of us uneasy earthlings 
who were present. 

Col. Beauchamp, who has been in the Air Force for 15 years, 
gave an eye-witness, up-close account of the developments he 
has seen in men and machines in that period. 


In that time speed of planes has increased from 200 miles 
per hour to 2,000 miles per hour. Fliers who never believed 
it would be practical to fly higher than 10,000 feet now “‘feel safer”’ 
at 40,000 feet and are even trying to invade the stratosphere. 
When he started flying it wasn’t considered feasible for a pilot 
to stay in the cockpit more than six hours. 

*‘Now we count by days instead of hours the time a Man can 
stay in there,’”’ the colonel said, ‘‘and we're talking about flying 
a year without stopping.”’ 

He asked the questions, ‘‘How far is it out there to the end?’’ 
and “‘How long can we stay up?” with as much wide-eyed, 
unknowing interest as any civilian. Refueling in flight was not 
considered practical 15 years ago, and now there are air tankers 
that can refuel four planes at a time, he said. 

As for jets, he said, ‘“‘I saw my first jet in England after the 
war. I remember it sounded like a vacuum cleaner and I looked 
up and said, ‘Hell, that thing ain't any good. It hasn’t even 
got a prop.’” 


The men who take care of the new airplanes and men who 
fiy them are a different type from those of 15 years ago. There 
are experts with one linc of specialty in the plane instead of crew 
chiefs who know all there is to know about the complete plane. 
And the fliers are not dazzling youngsters in leather jackets and 
dark glasses. 

“Boy, if you showed up in a leather jacket and sunglasses 
now somebody would make a smart remark; you’d get in a fist 
fight and wind up with 15 days in the brig,’’ the colonel said. 

“The old prestige isn’t what it used to be. They’re de- 
giamorizing. fliers—we’re not the old helter-skelter flyboys we 
used to be.”’ 


Now they keep IBM records of and try to save the 
government money, and they don’t get the handy big discount at 
the commissary and the PX to make up for inadequate pay. 
Today’s flier ‘‘straps himself in a pressure suit with a bucket 
over his head and flies on his old fanny eight to 12 hours, gets 
there and gets a bottle of milk and takes off again,”’ the colo- 
nel said. 

He said it is ‘“‘not what the average American boy wants’’ 
and he strongly advocated that some of the inducements, both 
monetary and privilege, be returned to the service to attract 
the type of people ‘‘we need to get the job done.”’
